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EXTENDED  AIR  DEFENSE  IDENTIFICATION  ZONE 


All  pilots  are  cautioned  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  new  (ADIZ)  designated  by  the  Administrator  of 
Civil  Aeronautics  effective  September  30,  1951  The  new 
defense  identification  zone  includes  an  area  in  Montana 
north  of  the  east-west  civil  airway  across  the  state  to  the 
Canadian  border  and  extends  eastward  taking  in  all  of 
North  Dakota.  Minnesota,  and  Wisconsin  to  the  Great 
Lakes.  A map  of  the  new  zone  is  posted  at  each  CAA 
communication  station 


Defense  Visual  Flight  Rules  (DVFR)  fllghtplan  not  re- 
quired within  or  penetrating  Air  Defense  Identification  Zones 
(ADIZ)  if  aircraft  stays  below  4000'  above  the  immediate- 
terrain.  EXCEPT  for  flights  from  Canada  which  require  both  a 
DVFR  flightplan  and  two-way  radio  equipment. 

If  flight  is  above  4000'  above  the  immediate  terrain  a 
DVFR  flightplan  and  two-way  radio  are  required. 

Fllghtplan  must  contain  all  items  shown  on  the  flightplan 
blank  except  alternate  airport  (this  Includes  pilot's  address 
and  certificate  number).  A specified  altitude  must  be  main- 
tained with  the  ADIZ  unless  prior  notification  of  a change  Is 
given.  Same  with  route  of  flight.  Descent  from  specified 
altitude  may  begin  within  20  miles  of  destination. 

If  llight  is  to  pentrate  ADIZ  fllghtplan  must  include 
the  estimated  time,  position  and  altitude  at  which  penetra 
lion  is  to  be  made,  OR  pilot  may  report  by  radio  his  time  and 
altitude  over  last  reporting  poin'  prior  to  penetration  and  esti- 
mated time  over  the  next  reporting  point. 

Additional  position  reports  are  not  required  UNLESS 
the  previously  filed  estimate  appears  to  be  in  error  by  more 
than  live  minutes  or  20  miles;  if  so  a corrected  estimate  must 
be  filed.

AIR  POWER  HELD  ON  VERGE^  FORCING 
KOREAN  POWERS 

The  present  military  situation  in  Korea  Is  similar  to  the 
one  existing  last  autumn  when  the  North  Korean  army  dis- 
integrated under  slxess  ol  the  Air  Force's  campaign  o(  In- 
terdiction and  the  Inchon  invasion. 

This  new  assessment  of  the  Korean  war  is  made  In  the 
October  Issue  of  The  Pegasus,  monthly  publication  ol  Fa.r 
child  Engine  and  Airplane  Corp. 

Written  from  Tokyo  by  Pegasus  Editor  William  G Key. 
the  article  states  that  air  power  may  well  be  on  Ihe  verge 
of  forcing  a decision  in  the  Korean  war  and  that  Communist 
front  line  troops  are  eating  into  their  capital  reserves  ol  sup 
plies  and  ammunition  as  a result  of  the  interdiction  program 
carried  out  this  summer  by  the  Far  East  Air  Force.  Con- 
trary to  the  generally  accepted  belief  that  the  Reds  have 
built  up  for  a renewed  offensive,  there  is  evidence  justifying 
a completly  contrary  assessment  of  their  situation,’  the 
article  states 

The  new  view  holds  that  the  Chinese  forces  massed  in 
Ihe  Iron  Triangle  are  existing  with  a virlual  vacuum  be 
tween  their  depth  defense  liner,  and  their  major  sources  of 
supply  behind  the  Yalu  river.  "Expanded  enemy  air  ac- 
tivity from  Manchurian  bases  Is  interpreted  as  a reaction,  so 
far  unsuccessful,  to  the  punishment  being  inflicted  by  the  cur- 
rent interdiction  program,"  the  article  goes  on  to  say. 

It  Is  believed  in  Tokyo  that  the  punishment  handed 
the  Communists  by  the  interdiction  campaign  is  Ihe  cause 
oi  the  enemy  efforts  to  renew  peace  talks  without  loss  of 
"face.'  Strength  of  U.N  air  power  is  also  behind  General 
Rldgway's  firmness  in  Ihe  peace  talk  negotiations,  accord- 
ing to  the  article.  "Prediction,  particularly  in  the  Far  East 
eni  theater  Is  risky."  Key  writes  in  the  article.  "However  it 
Is  an  educated  guess  that  the  Reds  are  being  cornered  into  a 
convincing  cease  fire  negotiation  or  that  Iheir  air  reaction 
will  necessarily  have  to  be  more  violent,  the  latter  leading  io 
a lull  scale  air  war  that  will  erase  Ihe  barrier  to  which  our 
air  forces  have  been  disciplined  al  Ihe  Yalu."

summer's  air  interdiction  program  is  now  showing  results 
that  could  be  the  most  far  reaching  in  the  entire  Korean  war 
American  Aviation  Daily.

A 10,000  foot  concrete  runway  now  under 
conslruclion  at  March  Air  Force  Base,  a Strategic  Air  Com- 
mand bomber  base  at  Riverside,  Calif.,  is  almost  three  feet 
thick.  Cosl  of  project  is  approximately  $6,000,000  with  ma- 
terials alone  costing  about  $1,000,000.  Air  Force  bought  600 
acres  adjoining  the  base  to  make  room  for  the  new  runway

PROPOSED  C.  A.  R.  CHANGES  WOULD  TIGHTEN 
AIRMAN  REQUIREMENTS 

Proposed  changes  lo  Civil  Air  Regulations  published  in 
the  Federal  Register  would: 

1.  Require  all  certificated  airmen  lo  renew  their  cer- 
tificates every  24  months  rather  than  have  ihe  cer- 
tificates oi  indefinite  duration  as  is  now  the  case. 
Airmen  certificated  before  May  1.  1949.  would  be  re- 
quired lo  renew  their  certificates  before  May  1,  1953. 
while  those  rated  since  that  date  arid  prior  to  October 
1.  1951.  would  be  given  unlil  May  1,  1954. 

2.  Increase  minimum  flight  experience  requirement  for 

hours  night  flight  and  10  hours  instrument  flight  in- 
struction as  part  of  the  200  hours  minimum  experience. 
A DAILY  check  in  Ihe  Washington  area  shows  that 
this  would  increase  Ihe  cosl  of  a commercial  pilot  cer- 
tificate by  al  least  $67, 

3.  Tighten  up  the  recent  experience  requirements  of 
pilots  flying  passengers  Pilols  flying  in  aircraft 
weighing  more  than  12,500  pounds  would  be  required 
to  have  met  recent  flight  experience  requirements  in 
the  same  category,  class  and  type  of  aircraft  flown 
in  passenger  carrying  operations.  Pilots  of  planes 
weighing  less  than  12,500  pounds  would  be  required 
to  have  experience  in  planes  of  the  same  category 
and  class  and  with  horsepower  ratings  within  50- 
150%  of  Ihe  same  rating. 

Principal  reason  for  the  changes  in  airman  ruling  dur- 
alion  and  commercial  pilot  requirements  is  to  bring  U.  S. 
standards  wilhin  the  Intematlons  Civil  Aviation  Organization 
standards  and  to  make  it  possible  for  CAA  lo  keep  a current 
check  on  the  qualification  of  airmen.  Airmen  as  used  here 
covers  all  pilols,  mechanics,  flight  engineers,  flight  radio 
operalors,  flight  navigators,  control  tower  operators,  etc 
American  Aviation  Daily.

Priority  assistance  lo  assure  a production  of  3.500  In- 
dustrial. executive  and  agricultural  aircraft  a year  war.  ap- 
proved by  the  Air  Coordinating  Committee  and  will  be 
recommended  by  the  ACC  lo  the  National  Production  Ad 
ministration  and  ihe  Defense  Production  Administration.  This 
figure  represents  25%  of  the  annual  post  war  production 
rate.  In  establishing  essentially  CAA  supported  its  claim 
with  new  statistical  summaries  and  studies  completed  by 
Task  Group  "C".

The  Diesel  engine  powered  Model  18  Taylorcraft  made 
its  first  (light  last  week  and  plans  are  going  ahead  for  an 
"official"  first  fiiqht  within  ihe  next  two  weeks.
